Cases of Families Living on Almest 
Nothing—Parents Sleep Too Late 
to Provide Breakfast. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—Ten thousand 
school children in Chicago are insuf- 
ficiently nourished, Some live con- 
stantly on the verge of starvation, and 
many are not sufficiently clad to keep 


them in a healthy condition, accord- 


ing to e report made to the Board of 
Education. Specific instances of pov- 
erty noted in a house to house in- 
spection are given in the report, which 
is regarded as reflecting on social con- 
ditions in Chicago. 

Many parents were found to sleep 


180 late that their children went to 


school without breakfast. 

In one house, where the father wes 
out of work, and the mother sick, five 
children were found to have lived 
three days on dry bread and tea. In 
another house six children reported 
that they had lived on one meal a day. 
Another mother, employed as a 
seamstress, said she supported her 
four children on $2.50 a week. Numer- 
ous pupils reported inability to attend 
school because of insobriety of their 


parents.

Ex-Gov. Alva Adams of Colorado de- 
livered an address on Woman's Suf- 
trage“ at the weekly assembly of Oc- 
cidental College yesterday morning. 
Many friends of the col attended. 
Mr. Adams said that woman's suf- 
frage has been productive of good re- 
Suits in Colorado, and that the women 
will never be di ranchised. Gam- 
bling and saloons have been abolished 
in the smaller communities, he said, 
and corruption in politics has been 

eliminated to a great extent.

Women study 
political questions more carefully than 
men. A large majority, of the women 
of Colorado are able to discuss intel- 
ligently the questions of the day, while 
the men are woefully deficient in this 
respect.

Failure to Force 
Former Place Leads to New Sug- 
mnexation of Additional 
Water Is Also Agitated to Protect © 
Rod and Reel Fishermen.

REDON DO, Oct. 2.—It is understood 
the proposition to cripple the neighbor- 
ing municipality of Hermosa Beach by 
the exclusion of half of its territory, 
practically failed. The initial petition 
* Ku the requisite number of signa- 
tures was duly filed several weeks 
ago, but the Trustees practically i¢- 
nored it, declining to take the steps 
required by law and awaiting legal 
action to compel them to do so. The 
board, it is said, looks upon the peti- 
tion as faulty, having been advised 
to that effect by City Attorney 
Loucks. Nothing further will be done 
untii an order of court is securei to 
force action upon the petition. 

The city itself is about equally i- 
vided upon the question of excluding 
what is known as valley saction, 
being all of that east of the 
Los Angeles-Pacific right of way. or 
approximately so. The residents along 
the beach are bitterly opposed to the 
exclusion on the ground thet it woud 
be unfair to property owners in their 
vicinity, whose money and initiative 
would be expended in municipai de- 
volopment, which would be ef equal 
or even greater benefit to the vailey 
section, whose people would be ex- 
empt from the like burdens, if exclu- 
should carry. 

On the question of dis incorporation 
there is not the same unanimity 
among the residents of the beach dis- 
trict, and it is said that it would not 
particularly difficult to secure 4 
majoritv vote in its favor within the 
city limit& The law requires a two- 
thirds vote, however, and it is not b°- 
lieved possible to secure this. Disin-' 
corporation is, therefore, looked upon 
as out of the question. 

FAVOR CONSOLIDATION. 

This condition of affairs in Hermosa 
Beach, which adjoins this city on the 
north, has aroused a strong sentiment 
here in favor of consolidation, and a 
number of leading citizens are agitat- 
ing the desirability of uniting the two 
small cities, and thereby forming one 
fairly respectable municipality. The 
populatlon of the larger city so formed 
would be between 4500 and 6000, and 
the conditions would be favorable for 
changing to either a frecholder or a 
fifth-class charter, either of which 
would offer broader and more favor- 
able opportunities for municipal ad- 
vancement. A number of leading citi- 
zens of Hermosa have been sounded, 
and all but one of those approached 
signified their willingness to unite in 
bringing about consolidation. The 
single exception was a gentleman who 
merely opposed consolidation at this 
time. He believed that it was a 
measure that the future would render 
necessary, but at this time he said 
that he would. it. 

Another scheme for municipal ex- 
pansion now being discussed here is 
the annexation of the waters of the 
harbor adjacent to the city on the 
west. The western boundary of the 
city extends only to mean high tide, 
and it is regarded as very desirable 
to have municipal jurisdiction over the 
waters of the ocean along the beach. 
s0 as to protect the local fishing for 
the benefit of the rod and reel people. 
Thousands of tons of small fish are 
taken annually within a few hundred 
feet of the shore along the front by 
the fish ca ry boats, and the city 
government powerless to prevent it 
without first obtaining jurisdiction 
over that portion of the waters of 
the harbor along the beach front.
